FRENCH INHERITANCE. 
A dispatch was published a few days ago . 
announcing that through the instrumentality 
of the Hon. J. P. Benjamin, two ladies in Geor­ 
gia had recovered an inheritance in France 
valued at $12,000,000.

From positive authority it is ascertained 
that Mrs. Virginia M. Campbell and ber niece, 
Mrs. Elmira Chambers, both of Madison, Ga., 
are entitled to $12,000,000, now wailing in 
France to be claimed by these fortunate 
ladies. 
Mrs. Campbell is a widow about seventy 
years of age; her niece, Mrs. Chambers, is al­ 
so a widow, aged about thirty-six. The vast 
properly which they have inherited belongs to 
the Rennauleau estate. Information in regard 
to it was received by them about three months 
since, and by the advice of a gentleman in 
Madison, who says that he was once a law 
partner of the Hon Judah P. Benjamin, they 
at once wrote to the latter at London, asking 
him what course to pursue in the matter.— 
Mr. Benjamin, after thoroughly investigating 
the case, wrote to Mrs. Campbell and Mrs. 
Chambers that there was not a quo3tion or 
doubt in regard to their claim, and advised 
them to come to Europe at once. The prop­ 
erty descends to these ladies through a Mrs. 
Rennauleau, grandmother of Mrs. Campbell, 
and great-grandmother of Mrs. Chambers.— 
M is. Campbell’s maiden name was Maguire, 
her mother having been M’lle Rennauleau. 
They are connected with one of Hie best fami­

Benjamin and the two ladies, the former will 
take one-half of the whole amount of the es. 
tate, and the other half, $6,000,000, will then 
fall to Mrs. Campbell and Mrs. Chambers, the 
sbare of each being the neat little sum of $3,- 
000,000. Seven millions and a half are in the 
hands of the Bank of France, and $4,500,000 
in the hands of the Rothschilds. Mrs. Cham­ 
bers was in Augusta on the 10th, making ar­ 
rangements for the voyage of her aunt and 
herself to Europe. They will be accompa­ 
nied by a lawyer from Savannah and Mr. An­ 
toine Picquet of Augusta, who goes for the 
purpose of identifying them. They will leave 
for Europe, we understand, next Tuesday.

IIow it 
reminds the passing car-driver of the days that 
will come no more, and ought not to have 
come at all.

The result of the annual election of this 
railroad will be found in another column. As 
foreshadowed in our Tuesday’s issue the old 
Board of Directors was reelected, the only 
new name being that of Mr. Hiram Roosa, of 
litis city, who takes the place made vacant by 
the death of Mr. Hermanee. 
No repott of the condition of the road or its 
business was made, and no explanation of the 
many mysterious facts of management for the 
past year was vouchsafed. It is not reported 
that a single mile of track has been laid nor a 
pound of iron bought, neither is anything 
done to make good the natural wear and tear. 
Employees of the road are waiting for wages 
due three months ago, and complaints are nu­ 
merous that bills against the company are 
not paid, and this notwithstanding the earn­ 
ings of the road have been large. Hypothe­ 
cated bonds have been for sale in heavy 
amounts, in three weeks $241,000 of them 
having been offered at auction. In most of 
these cases negotiations have been success­ 
ful in securing the temporary withdrawal of 
the bonds, but on Monday $30,000 of the bonds 
were sold at 58£ cents on the dollar. This is 
a very pregnant commentary on the manage­ 
ment of the past year, and a correct financial 
judgment of the discounted election. 
Messrs. Directors, you have run your ma­ 
chine without molestation, interference, or 
criticism for nearly the whole of the past year, 
and yet at its close your first mortgage bonds 
are sold at a price that portends bankruptcy. 
If this is the best you can do wouldn’t it have 
been proper to have oflered some apology to 
the long-suffering public for the stupendous 
self-conceit you so conspicuously displayed a 
year ago, and then have retired into a well- 
earned and appropriate obscurity ? 


A GunIi of Eloquence. 
The Poughkeepsie Courier “sees” Wise's bal­ 
loon and “goes” him a few miles higher in the 
following glorious style:—“It is with feelings 
of exalted pride that we announce to our 
thousands of readers this morning the crown­

Mingle 'Women. 
Sohic women, on account of having rejected 
too many eligible otiers of marriage in their 
younger days, have most unluckily been 
3tranded on the shore of singleness for the 
balance of their mortal existence. Other 
women (we make this supposition with fear 


and trembling) never had any offers to rejoct. 
Not because they were in any way unfitted to 
make good wives and efficient mothers, but 
for the reason that somehow they never fell 
into the current that drifts towards the altar 
side by side with an unmatched man. Occa­ 
sionally one of these ancient maiden ladies 
will retain the tiro and sympathies of youth for 
years after its bloom and elasticity have passed 
away. She belongs to the class of which the 
poet sings, 
“My aunt, my dear, unm arried aunt, 
Long years have o’er her flown; 
And still she strains the aching clasp 
That binds her virgin zone.” 
Such women stir our pity to its 
profoundest depths. 
Their position is 
the result of such a miserable miscarriage of 
nature’s best intentions. Capital material Is 
here botched and spoiled by apprentice hands. 
Thousands of women, after deducting the 
number who are able to provide for themselves, 
are thus thrown upon the world and obliged 
to make a hard fight to do two things: main­ 
tain their self-respect and to earn a livirg. 
The question of women’s wages for labor 
therefore, as we see, affects chiefly unmarried 
women and widows who must worií for a living 
and succeed—or do worse. It is an indisput­ 
able fact that in all the great cities single 
women us a rule are not able to support them­ 
selves, and children who usually depend upon 
them, on the pittance they receive. An ex­ 
change asserts that six dollars per week is a 
liberal estimate of their average income. Out 
of this, of course, must be furnished food, 
lodging,'clothing, car fare, money to meet 
doctor’s bills and all other necessary incident­ 
als. To be sure these women ha*e the right 
to form protective associations and have done 
so; but any one who has watched the work­ 
ings of these bodies with close attention 
hardly needs to be told that in moBt 
cases they have either directly broken 
down or so far failed to meet the exigen­ 
cies of the matter that they have been 
equivalent to failures. Throwu back upon 
their own exertions once more, the masses of 
laboring single women have so conducted 
themselves as to win an undesirable reputa­ 
tion for their class. To illustrate this. Any 
woman who travels much alone, arriving and 
asking entertainment at hotels, is almost in­ 
variably regarded with suspicion, which is an 
insult to innocence and a disaster to all. City 
and watering-place hotels in particular make 
it a rule to refuse hospitality to any woman 
unattended unless they know her to be pure 
beyond ail question. Men are not so treated. 
They go alone and go everywhere and the 
only issue in respect to them is that of money. 
That being shown in sufficient abundance, lio- 
tel-managers don’t often require from them a 
certificate of character from their last place. 
Here is something awfully wrong. A dread­ 
ful injustice is snarled up in this thing. It has 
been suggested that hotels and boarding 
houses should be built to accommodate re­ 
spectable single women osily. Yes, but what 
is to lie the test of their respectability and who 
is to apply it? We must confess that all the 
remedies brought out and patented for the 
alignment of the preverse crookedness of this 
business are very unsatisfactory indeed. We 
have no nostrum to administer in our turn, 
but are convinced that unless there is a near 
aud permanent change in the relations of 
working unmarried women to society, we 
shall continue to be pained by sad stories of— 
“ One more unfortunate, 
W eary of breath, 
Rashly importunate 
(jone to her death." 
c unit EX T Tories. 
—The Great Council of the Improved Order 
of Red Meu is in session at Wilmington, Del. 
We hope the Council wHl take measures for 
improving the red men still more. 
—The police are beginning to believe there 
is more in Irving’s coufesjion than they tho’t 
at first. Several circumstances corroborating 
his statement have bean discovered. It isn’t 
always safe to jump at conclusions.

Ottaw a, Sept. 9.—The Royal Commission 
resumed its investigation at noon to-day; Mr. 
Bethune’s evidence was read to him and 
signed. The evidence of de Bellifeinie was 
also read and signed. 
The first witness called was Senator Foster, 
who failed to respond. 
Mr. Dakers was then called and sworn. He 
testified he was Secretar}’ of the Montreal Tel. 
egraph Company and manager at Montreal. 
Knew nothing of any arrangements or under­ 
standing between Sir Hugh Allan and McMul­ 
len orbetweenSir Hugh and the government re­ 
specting the Pacific Railway; had no messages 
which passed between Sir John McDonald and 
Sir Hugh Allan or Mr. Abbott in August of 
1872. The messages for 1872 were destroyed, 
according to the company’s rules. Had no 
recollection and did not know that any of the 
messages mentioned passed through that of­ 
fice. Might pass without his knowledge. In 
the office books there was a record of a tele­ 
gram dated 26th of August from Abbott to Sir 
John McDonald. Only the name and address 
were recorded. There was also a record of a 
telegram from Sir John to Abbott dated Au­ 
gust 24. Want of room was one reason why 
telegrams were destroyed. In reply to Sir John 
McDonald, witness said the rule for destroying 
telegrams existed for a long period. II had 
no reference whatever to the election or Pa­ 
cific Railroad telegrams. The rule for de­ 
stroying telegrams every six months was sug­ 
gested by the witness. 
Mr. Coursoll, on being sworn, deposed as 
follows: Was Commissioner of the Dominion 
Police. Was Mayor of Montreal in 1872. 
Know nothing of matters in connection with 
Sir Hugh Allan aud McMulleu or Sir Hugh 
and the government. Kuow nothing of the 
matter at all. Did not know Huntington 
put his name on the witness list. Wit­ 
ness then said, “I saw Huntington yester­ 
day 
and 
told him if

give 
I would be happy to do so, if he would name 
the questions he wanted answered. 
He

was a subscriber to the election fund.

nothing of the receipt given to Abbott for 
$20,000; was surprised when I saw it pub­ 
lished. The election fund was all spent for 
the customary clectiou purposes. There was 
always an election fund for both parties. 
Mr. J. B. Beaudry was next called and 
gave his testimony in French. He was not a 
member of any election committee. 
Knew 
notbiug of the matter contained in the charges. 
Mr. Jackson ltoc, on being sworu, deposed 
to residing in Montreal. 
Was manager of 
the Merchants’ Bank, of which Sir Hugh 
Allan was President. 
Was no relation 
of Sir Hugh. Never heard of MaMullen til; 
tiie publication of the correspondence. Knew 
nothing of any negotiations referred to re­ 
specting the Pacific Railway or the elections. 
Had no personal knowledge of Sir Hugh and 
Abbott undertaking to furnish election funds. 
Only knew by rumor about the funds provided 
for clectiou purposes. Believed the rumors 
were true that Sir Hugh subscribed; judged so 
by remarks made by Sir Hugh to others, 
liad seen no cheques; they did not come 
necessarily under his notice.

The total loss is 
variously estimated at from $3,000,000 to 
$8,000,000. The insurance only amounts to 
$524,000, nearly all in English companies. 
Notices have been promptly given that all in­ 
surances will be paid on the 13th inst. Owing 
to the rapidity witli which the flames spread 
very little property was saved. In less than 
three hours from the time the tire broke out 
the entire square was a mass of ruins. Up­ 
wards of 2,500 people who occupied the build­ 
ings arc homeless and nearly all have lost 
everything. Great distress prevails among 
them and numerous subscriptions have been 
started tor their relief. A large amount has 
already been raised.

C atholic T em perance C onvention. 
N eyv Y ork, Sept. 9.—The annual session of 
the Catholic Total Abstinence Union of Amer­ 
ica Board of Government was held to-day at 
Plimpton Hall in this city, Rev. Jas.

Dean Byrne and Father Hen- 
nessy of New Jersey. Encouraging messages 
were received in reply. 
Preliminaries were 
arranged for a national convention of dele­ 
gates to meet in this city on Oct. 8th. 
Thos. 
B. McCormick of Providence was appointed 
National Treasurer,vice Mr. Noonan, resigned. 
James W. O’Brien of New York was appointed 
Secretary pro tem. 
SIMPLIFYING THE CITY AND COUNTY ACCOUNTS. 
Comptroller Green has communicated to 
the Mayor a statement of the different classes, 
more than forty-five in number, of city and 
county stocks and bonds now outstanding dur­ 
ing the last twenty years and various suggest­ 
ed schemes for their consolidation. Notwith­ 
standing several obstacles, which he enumer­ 
ates, the Comptroller deems it possible to fix 
upon a standard bond, payable in about forty 
years, at 5 per cent, semi-annual interest, both 
principal and interest being payable in gold. 
The practical value of the consolidation, he 
states, would be a reduction of the largo in­ 
terest account and the placing of municipal 
securities at more favorable rates. These clas­ 
ses of securities tvere multiplied by excessive 
legislation and the policy hereafter of non-in­ 
terference with them by the Legislature will 
be of benefit to the finances of the city aud 
county. 
' 
A SEASONABLE CHARGE. 
Judge Moore charged the Grand Juiy of 
Brooklyn to-day specially in reference to the 
recent city frauds. He said it appeared to 
him to be a public reproach that a man who 
steals $50 is sent to state prison, while those 
who steal $50,000 go free. Whatever officer 
lias tampered witli the public funds or been 
guilty of embezzlement ougbt to be punished. 
A BANK IN A BAD WAY. 
The Express this evening says the trouble 
in the State Bank at New’ Brunswick, N. J., 
will turn out much Yvorse than at first stated. 
The report now is that not only the entire 
surplus but the capital and even more is ex­ 
hausted by loans made to the Carpel Com­ 
pany aud that the securities on the loans will 
not reach over one-half of the balance of the 
money loaned by the officers in charge. Part 
oi these securities are in this city and part in 
New Brunswick. 
THE PRESIDENT INVITED TO JOIN THE MEXICAN 
SURVIVORS. 
A committee started for Long Branch tiffs 
morning to visit President Grant and invite 
him to join the survi\’ors of the Mexican Yvar 
in their celebration on Monday next of the an­ 
niversary of the fall of the city of Mexico.

Alexander's Sous, agents of the IIuY’ana 
Steamship Line, have received an appeal for 
aid for the sufferers by the recent conflagra­ 
tion in that city. There is great destitution 
among a large portion of the inhabitants who 
Yvere sufferers by the lire. The Alexanders 
annotiuce that-they will receive and remit 
subscriptions. 
A COLORED MASS MEETING. 
There was a mass meeting of colored citizens 
here to-night at Cooper Institute to hear the 
vieYvs of a delegation of colored senators from 
Louisiana with regard to political grievances 
in that state. The meeting was purely atteuil- 
ed by colored people. Col. Chas. Spencer pre­ 
sided and briefly addressed the meeting, ex­ 
plaining its object. 
The burden of their 
speeches was denunciation of the administra­ 
tion of Gov. Wurmoth, praise of Kellogg and 
exhortations to the blacks to pin their faith 
to tha Republican part}. Resolutions compli­ 
mentary to Gen. Grant, *Gov. Kellogg and 
Judge Durell of the United States Court of 
Louisiana were adopted. 
BROOKLYN'S NEW TREASURER. 
A special meeting of the Brooklyn Board of 
Aldermen was held to-night. Mayor Powell 
was notified of the resignation of City Treas­ 
urer Sprague and nominated in his stead ex- 
Alderman Cunningham, who was unanimous­ 
ly confirmed. 
T H E NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
T he G eneva A w ard. 
W ashington, Sept. 9.—Upon receiving from 
Minister Thornton and Consul General Archi­ 
bald the fifteen and a half million certificate of 
deposit and receipting to them therefore 
Secretary Fish, in company with Assistant 
Secretary Davis, called upon Secretary Rich­ 
ardson, Yvho issued a single five per cent, re­ 
gistered bond for the whole amouut in the 
usual form, with the additional clause, “ The 
United States of America are indebted to 
Hon. Hamilton Fish, Secretary of State, in 
trust to be held subject to the future dispo­ 
sition of Congress, as provided by act ap­ 
proved March 3d, 1873,” Ac. The bond was 
skillfully printed with a pen, being a J'ac 
simile of the printed form, and is the work of 
Air. E. B. Magraty, a clerk in the loan branch 
of the Treasury. Upon being duly executed 
it was photographed and then sent to Secre­ 
tary Fish, who is its preseut custodian. The cer­ 
tificate or deposit was of course returned by the 
Secretary of the Treasury when the bond was 
issued. 
It will be framed and preserved 
among the archives of the government as a me­ 
morial of the amicable settlement of the differ­ 
ence betYveen the tYvo countries Yvithout resort 
to arms.

the treasury as compensation for negotiation, 
the expense having been paid by the British 
governm out.

T h e .lliN s in i; D r o v e r . 
Front the Hudson Register we gather the 
following particulars of the disappearance and 
subsequent discovery of Robert F. Hume, the 
missing drover: On Wednesday evening last 
a loaded cattle train left Greenbush for New 
York, 011 board of which were seven drovers 
with stock. 
Among them was Mr. Robert F. 
Ilumc of West Burlington, Otsego county, in 
this state. At Hudson Mr. Ilutne was last seen 
alive, when lie intimated to his companions 
that lie should get into a box car on the train, 
and lie down, as he was tired and sleepy, lie 
entered the car, as was supposed, and no more 
attentiou was paid him at the lime. 
At llyde 
Park his companions gof^out of their car and 
examined to see if their stock was all right, 
and then they first missed Mr. Hume, but sup­ 
posed him asleep in the box car. 
Upon the ar­ 
rival of the train at Poughkeepsie they made a 
search, which proved lie was not 011 the (fain. 
Upon the arrival of tiie train in New York 
these facts were communicated to his relatives, 
who at once instituted search between Pough­ 
keepsie and Hudson, but without avail. 
He 
could be traced to Hudson, but 110 further, and 
his friends, after searching, caused hand­ 
bills to 
be circulated ottering a reward 
for 
information 
as 
to 
his 
whereabout. 
On Saturday afternoon about 5 o’clock a man 
named Fricker, of Alliens, engage I at the 
dock in Hudson, saw a body floating in an up­ 
right position near him, not a great way above 
the wharf of the steamer City of Hudson. 
He at once secured it and towed it to the 
steamboat float, aud notified Oironer Ilouii- 
bon. 
Uponrexamination, it .was at once evi­ 
dent th a t't was the .body of Mr. Ilume, who 
had been advertised by liis friends. 
Upon liis person were found two checks 
upon two New York banks amounting to 
$ 4 3 9 .1 0 , payable to bis order, and in his pock- 
otbook and in an envelope was $50.30. 
Cor­ 
oner Iloulilion empanneled a jury and tele­ 
graphed friends of the deceased in New York 
informing them of the finding of the body.— 
He then caused it to be taken to the under­ 
taking rooms of Mr. Aianson Wagoner, where 
it could be examined by the physicians and 
be properly preserved until the arrival oi 
friends. 
In a few hours Mr. R. u. McLiutock 
arrived and directed that no pains be spared 
in the laying out of the remains, and there 
were none. 
lie stated that friends were in the vicinity 
making search and they were found, by use of 
the telegraph, and proceeded to Hudson and 
took the body in charge and accompanied it 
to liis late home in Otsego county, by the 11:10 
up train last night. 
The most plausible cause of Mr. Hume’s 
death is, that upon entering the box car at 
this city, be either attempted to open or close 
a side door after lie entered and fell out into 
the liver while the train wa3 crossing the 
South Bay and was drowned. 
There were no 
marks of violence upon liis person or indi­ 
cation that he had been foully dealt with, and 
the circumstances warrant the above conclu­ 
sions, which have been arrived at by the Coro­ 
ner and the physicians called to make an ex­ 
amination.

We copy the following account of the 
opening of a new parochial school in New 
York, under charge of Rev. Father O’Farrcl, 
formerly of St. Mary's Catholic Church of 
this city from the Times. 
The Itov. Father 
Coriey mentioned was Father O’Farrel’s as­ 
sistant here: 
The new Roman Catholic parochial school 
of St. Peter's Parish, which was dedicated 011I 
Sunday, was formally opened yesterday. 
At 
8.20 A. M. mass was celebrated for the school 
ars in St. Peter’s Church, Barclay street. 
At 
the conclusion of the religious ceremonies, 
the boys, to the number of over 950, formed 
in line. 
The pupils, three abreast, headed by 
a Brooklyn temperance band playing popular 
airs, and marshaled by the officers of St. Pet­ 
er's T. A. B. Society, started from the church, 
and made a circuit of the entire First AVard. 
A number of the Christian Brothers, who are 
to teach in the new school, accompanied the 
procession. 
A fact worthy of notice in con­ 
nection with the demonstration, as showing 
the affection of the pupils for their old school, 
may be mentioned. 
As the procession passed 
in front of the First Ward Public School, in 
Greenwich street, the scholars in lino cheered 
lustily, and uttered expressions of gratitude 
toward their late teachers. 
On arriving at 
the school, the pupils were met by Brother 
Alpheus, the Principal; 
Fathers 
O’Farrel, 
Corley and Phelan, of St. Fetor’s and others. 
The school furniture not having been placed 
in position, and the actual necessaries for 
teaching school being wanting, tho Brothers 
annouuced that the school would not be open 
for instruction until Monday next. 
The Work 
of classifying the scholars was then begun 
and continued during the day. 
About 700 
pupils were examined and classified, the oth­ 
ers having been directed to attend to-day and 
to-morrow for a similar purpose. 
During the 
day, numbers of children were brought to the 
new school by their parents, and had their 
names entered 011 the rolls. 


C o u n ty C o u r t a n i l C o u r t o f S e s s io n s . 
Court opened at the usual hour Tuesday 
morning and proceeded to business. 
The first case called was No. 86, E li IhiBois 
vs. Alexander Elting and others. 
Verdict 
was given for plaintiff in the sum of $435.73. 
Moses LeFever, a colored man, was then 
brought into court on a charge of having com­ 
mitted a rape on one Libbie Graham, a colored 
woman. 
The Court appointed F. L. West­ 
brook and McD. Van Wagoner to defend tho 
prisoner. Counsel made a motion to discharge 
the prisoner on the ground that the indictment 
was void, because at the June term of the 
court tulismen had been summoned to fill up 
the panel of Grand Jurors, which was contrary 
to a law passed last May, that says the defi­ 
ciency in the number of Grand Jurors must be 
filled by drawing from the box containing the 
list of names from which the Grand Jurors are 
selected; that the talismen were summoned 
contrary to law, there was no Grand Jury, 
hence the indictments are void. 
No. 63, Patríele Powers vs. John Filch, was 
then tried. 
The attorneys were A. J. Mellon 
for the plaimifl, F. L. AVestbrook for defend­ 
ant. 
The case is one of assault and battery, 
and the parties reside in Flatbusb. 
Last Feb­ 
ruary a woman by the name of Jane Tierney 
went hunting for her son, who, she claimed, 
had been drinkiug and was lying in the saloon 
of Matthew Garry. 
While near the saloon she 
got in trouble with Garry and John Fitch, a 
constable. 
Powers, plaintiff, took her part, 
when Fitch choked liirn and put him under 
arrest. 
In the case of Moses LeFever, indicted for 
rape, Judge Lawton reserved liis decision in 
regard to the motion made to discharge the 
prisoner until AVedncsdiy. 
lie, however, 
hinted quite strongly that tiie motion was well 
taken. 
There are a number of other indict­ 
ments that will share the same fate as that of 
LeFever, and the criminal business therefore 
will be quite light at this term of the court. 
Tiie next case brought up was that of The 
People vs. Jam es Burke. 
Burke was indicted 
for stealing a pocket-book containing eight 
dollars and fifty cents, the property of Maggie 
Downing. 
Miss Downing isn resident of Red 
Hook, Dutchess count)-, and last winter one 
day she came to Roiulout. 
She went into 
Gasilin's store to get some cakes, and while 
there had her pocket-book stolen from the 
counter. 
The prisoner was iu the room at the 
time. 
The case is founded entirely on circum­ 
stantial evidence, and tho defendant under 
oath denied he had taken ihe pocket-book. 
Besides this the defendant showed by several 
witnesses liis character heretofore had always 
been good. 
Charles It. Fowler and District 
Attorney for the people. J. M. Van AVagonen 
for the prisoner. 
In the case of Powers vs. Filch the jury 
rendered a verdict of ton dollars for the 
plaintiff. 
No. 55, George F. n ils vs. Fdwin Crosby, 
wa3 then tried. 
The attorneys are T. It. & F. 
L. AVestbrook for plaintitt aud A. Schoon- 
makcr, Jr., for defendant. 
The action is one 
of assault and battery. 
The parties reside in 
the upper part of the city. 
Mr. Cro3by is a 
man of property and owns several buildings. 
In one of these buildings lie leased rooms to 
the plaintiff, Mr. Pitts. 
The plaintifl claims 
the agreement was the other rooms on the 
first floor should not lie let for other use tliau 
family purposes. 
Mr. Crosby, however, leased 
the rooin3 to some parties who had a lot of 
sewing machines, and these machines run 
almost continually, to Mr. Pitts’ great annoy­ 
ance. One day these folks left and Mr. 1’itts 
locked up tho door. 
Mr. Crosby was very 
angry and after consulting his lawyer con­ 
fronted Mr. Pitts in tiie hallway and said 
Judge Schoonmaker had told him to knock 
him down. 
Mr. Crosby thereupon proceeded 
to knock down the plaintiff, which he did a 
number of times (according to plaintiff’s state­ 
ment) aud also kicked him. 
Plaintitt was 
severely injured so he was unable to work for 
five or six days, and could not be cured of I1Í3 
bruises for more than a mouth.

Rewired, (if the assembly concur), That section* 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution lie am ended so as to read as follow s: 
section I. Tile executive pow er shall be vested 
in a governor who shall hold bl* office for thrco 
years; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
tam e tim e, m il for the sam e term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
tim e when this section shall luke effect, shall hold 
office during the term for which they w ere elected. 
8 2. No person shall be eligible to the offleo of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty 
year', and who shall have tieen 0v« years, next pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
8 4. The governor shall be coaimander-ln-< hlef of 
the m ilitary and naval force* of the state. 
He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or Ibe sen- 
ant only) or extraordinary occasions. A t extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex- 
ceiit such as the governor may recom mend for con­ 
sideration. 
He shall com m unicate by message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recom mend auch m atters to them as be 
shall Judge expedient. Ile shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
and m int ary. He shall expedite all snch measure* 
aa may be resolved upou by the legislature, and 
klisll take care Hist the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
{ 8. Tile lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of Ave thousand dollars, 
and shall not receive or be entitled to any other 
com pensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty aud 
service he may be required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
8 9. Every bill which shall h are passed the sen­ 
ate aud assem bly,shall, before it becom es# law, be 
presented to the g o v ern o r; lf he spprove, he shall 
sign it; but if not, he shall retu rn it with bls objec­ 
tions to the bouse in which It shall have originated. 
which shall enter the objection* at large on the 
journal, aud proceed to reconsider it. 
If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds or the members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass th* bill, It 
shall be sent together with the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise lie reconsidered- 
■ nd if approved by tw o-third*of the m em berselcct- 
cd to H ut house, it shall iiecomc a law notw ith­ 
standing tho objections of th* governor. In all 
such eases, the votes iii both houses shall be deter­ 
mined ny yea* and nays, and the iiaiuesof the mem­ 
bers voting Hboll lie entered ou the Journal of each 
house respectively, 
lf any bill shall not be return­ 
ed by the g o v e rn s w ithin teu day# (Sundays ex ­ 
cepted) after It shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law in like m anner as if he had 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent it* retu rn ; rn which cate it 
shall not become a law w ithout th* approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature uulesa approved by 
the governor wlthm thirty davs after such adjourn­ 
ment.
